By this letter, we are forwarding a copy of your comment to the Applicant for a 

response. Commission Staff requests the Applicant to submit a written response to the 
comment, with a copy to the Commission, within 15 days of the date of this letter. 

 
It may be helpful for you to know that federal law limits state authority, specifically 

that of the Commission, in the review of this matter. For example, Section 704 of the 
federal Telecommunications Act of 1996 prohibits this Commission from regulating the 
placement of wireless facilities based on environmental effects of the radio frequency 

emissions to the extent that facilities comply with Federal Communications Commission 
regulations. Section 704 also prohibits a state or local government from prohibiting 
telecommunications facilities construction if such denial will have the effect of prohibiting 
service. In addition, this Commission is required by statute to ensure that utility service, 
including telecommunications service, is adequate and reliable.
